Average Community Can Profit by 
Taking Advantage of Opportunities. 
Business Men Must Get Together. 
What a live and active commercial 


club can do for a town is indicated in 
the case of Hannibal, Mo. Hannibal is 
chiefly known afar as the early home 


l>r Iil.i.k i'wuiu. ioi Umax ^c-alo liie 
town was content to rest with its lau- 
rels as the boyhood home of the g^eat- 
est American humorist. Mark Twain 
himself had made it famous, in his 
writings, such as "Tom Sawyer" and 
"Huckleberry Finn," in which books 
the Hannibal of sixty years ago is 
described. But that Hannibal was only 
a village, a small, straggling collection 
of Louses lying in a valley between the 
hills that rise north and south from 
the bank of the mighty Mississippi. 
Even row somebody occasionally re- 
fers to Hannibal as a \illage. 


As a matter of fact, Hannibal grew 


considerably after Mark TV. aiu left 
there. 
So did every other western 


town which tiiue and change blessed 
with a railroad or tw o. Hannibal got 
to be a city of about 12,000 people, but 
that was its limit in tbe natural order 
of things. It had grow n up to just as 
big -a tow n as the agricultural country 
lying back of it could support.*1 That 
country was all cultivated and devel- 
oped, so theie was no natural economic 
reason why Hannibal should grow just 
of itself beyond its little old 12,000 o 
so, which it maintained with scarcely 
a fluctuation through several decades 


Less than ten years ago Hanniba 


began to wake up. A commercial clu 
was organized. 
Some of the leading 


business and professional men- got to 
gether and said to themselves: "W< 
ha\ e here a beautiful old town, with a 
fine climate, several railroads and on 
river—the biggest "ever. Why-don't we 
grow? We have grown to the limit a 
a farming community, and what 
,need now is factories—just factories 
Let's reach out and get a few." 


That was good stiff talk. Hanniba 


was tired of being .known only as the 
somnolent village where Sammy Clem 
ens whitewashed tbe fence—or bribed 
the other boys to do it. So the busl 
ness men reached out. 


The first thing that came Hannibal 


way was a shoe factory. It did no 
come without pulling. 
Other good 


towns wanted it too. But Hanniba 
wanted it so badly that special induce- 
ments were offered. Hannibal got it 
With the shoe factory came an in 
crease of population. 
Many skilled 


workers were required. Besides 'this 
many of the local young folks who ba( 
been merely hanging to the raggec 
edge of existence—out of jobs most o 
the time—soon found profitable em 
ployment and grew to be skilled work 
ers. 
Thus the shoe factory workec 


both ways. It brought new people 
and it put new life into the old people 
Of course it helped business generally 
for the weekly payroll was large, am 
the people spent it right in Hannibal 


The next thing was a whole lot big 


ger than a shoe factory. It was a regu 
lar ten strike. For some years a rocky 
region south of the city had been sus 
pec-ted of being guilty of portland ce 
ment. The Commercial club of Han 
nibal induced experts to visit the place 
and examine the ground. After much 
fuss and furore a big company was or 
gauized, a cement plant costing more 
tnan a million dollars was established 
a-id in one large lump about 5,000 popu 
lation was added to Hannibal. The 
town grew so fast that you ccruld al 
most see it expand. 


New business blocks in brick and 


stono began to go up. New bank build 
ings appeared. Kew hotels with pri- 
vate baths were built Only four years 
ago Mark Twain went to Hannibal to 
see if he could fiud any old boyhood 
friends. 
He stopped at the biggesi 


hotel in town and asked the clerk for 
a room with a bath. The clerk stared 
at him in amazement 
Nobody had 


dared such a preposterous suggestion 
in tbe history of Hannibal. 
But if 


Mark Twain should go there now he 
would find a hotel with private baths 
and private telephones. The Commer- 
cial club did it. 


Hannibal is now a thriving city with 


about 20,000 people. It is still reach- 
ing out after factories, because every 
factory means a considerable increase 
in the population. All increases mean 
more business for the butcher, the bak- 
er and the builder, not to speak of the 
banker. 


The country is full of just such towns 


as Hannibal, which have within them- 
sehes the possibility of much larger 
growth. The right kind of commercial 
ciu'e or board of trade can do the busi- 
ness.

paper. This reaches out 
to all the people and 
scoops them in. Experi- 
ence of several genera- 
tions has shown that the 
newspaper is the best 
business bringer. 


Take, for instance, 


this paper. (Most peo- 
ple take it.) An an- 
nouncement in this pa- 
per goes into the homes 
of the people whom you 
must reach if you get 
the business you are 
after. 


There is, indeed, a very much larger net that scoops in 


the business butterflies. 
It is stretched out not only over 


this community, but over every similar community in the 
land. It is the mail order net, made up of big catalogues 
and of advertisements in periodicals which are circulated 
broadcast to catch the unwary. 


To prevent that great net—which is" really an octopus 


with a thousand tentacles—from catching your trade away 
from j^ou, wisdom suggests that you use your home net—the 
local newspaper.

that are not properly cared for, and 
this is a matter that every society 
ivorking for town improvement should 
take up. At a meeting of the Indiana 
association recently a speaker offered 
some suggestions for the'improvement 


back yards that should be of value 


.o other communities. She said: 


"So Tar we have accomplished, won- 


ders, but we must make orr citizens 
ealize more fully that they must all 
jear a hand in the work of town bet- 
rerment, especially giving more atten- 
tion to home adornment. It is an easy 
matter to beautify a street if all the 
residents would take a little interest in 
fhe work. In many places shrubs and 
vines may be placed, in courtyards; 
bare walls may be covered with creep- 
ing vines, flowers and foliage; plants in 
boxes and pots may be set ou piazzas, 
stoops and window sills. 


'•While most of the front yards in 


this town are well cared for since our 
agitation of the matter last year, the 
back yards- are a disgrace, no care 
whatever being given them. If we 
wish to impress visitors with the fact 
that there is no better or cleaner town 
to locate in than ours, then we want 
to wake up and insist that tbe citizens 
bear a hand in this matter. Most back 
yards are used as a convenient place 
Cor storing refuse. The owners simply 
ignore them. It's queer that so many 
can't or won't realize that the back 
yards can be made very pleasant spots. 
With just a little adornment one 
could be made a mighty comfortable 
place for the family to spend its even- 
ings, and think how it would improve 
the appearance of the town! 


'Even a small back yard can be 


beautified, at small expense and trou- 
ble, and if you can interest the chil- 
dren hi this healthful work they will 
accomplish wonders after a good start 
is made. If there is an old barn or 
shed that Is an eyesore, it can be made 
prepossessing by vines. Morning glo- 
ries grow thick and fast, and if these 
are planted beside the barn they will 
eventually envelop it and hide its nn- 
sightliness. 


"In beautifying the back yard you 


can't pay too much attention to the 
proper preparation of the soil. 
Dig 


the garden deeply and break all the 
large lumps. If the ground is sandy 
of otherwise poor, put in a good coat 
of well rotted manure and make the 
surface smooth and even. A garden 
should not be attempted with the idea 
of planting the ordinary annuals if the 
yard is much shaded by adjoining 
buildings and trees. But many plants 
are fit for shady places. For instance, 
in the border sow asters, nasturtiums, 
petunias, mignonettes, candytuft, zin- 
nias, coreopsis, gaillardias, sweet peas. 


"If your space permits, introduce a 


few of the following, scattered along 
in clumps of six or more—blue lark- 
spur, peonies, phlox, German iris, 
columbine, ageraturas, geraniums, ver- 
benas, heliotrope, dahlias, gladioluses 
and cannas. 


"The solomon seal, canterbury bells, 


may apple, spiderwort, bleeding heart, 
violets and columbines are among,the 
best wild flowers. Then the ferns may 
be relied upon as good shade loving 
plants. Native maidenhair does well 
in thoroughly drained places. 
And 


there are cultivated flowers that like 
best the places where they are protect- 
ed from the sun's rays. Forgetmenots, 
little lobelias (compact bushes six 
inches high) and the Improved varie- 
ties of the cardinal flower, the Queen 
Victoria, are among them. Be sure 
to have the shady places well drained 
and have pleiity of light, rich soil." 


How to Plant Shade Trees, 


Plant just as early as the ground is 


in good condition to work. Medium 
sized trees transplant better and are 
less liable to be blown over or die out 
than the tall, overgrown trees. If the 
main shoot is over eight feet in height, 
it should be topped and the side 
branches shortened. 
This should al- 


ways be done in planting any variety 
of deciduous or fruit trees. In planting 
have the holes large and doep enough 
to receive the roots when spread out 
Put about six inches of good earth in 
the bottom of each bole. After the 
tree is in place and the roots spread 
out, cover with the pcood black earth, 
pressing the earth to the roots wftii tbe 
foot. After the eart'i is all in rut tha 


and tie tree with a canvas band to the 
stake. If stakes cannot be lind, put 
four or six lari;e stones r-lo<e up to the 
trunk.

CARE OF THE LAWN. 


Methods to Be Used to Produce *h« 


Beat Results. 


With little care and trouble a lawn 


caii be made a beauty spot. How many 
home owners know ho\v to take care 
of their lawns in a manner to obtain 
the best results? A perfect lawn can- 
iiot be uiuue upon all kiuds of gqaund, 
but one may succeed iu making a sat- 
Isfactoiy lawn and keeping it in good 
condition upon unfavorable soils by 
proper treatment. If the soil is thin, 
with a gravelly subsoil, work deeply 
Into it as much organic mutter as pos- 
sible and apply more fertilizing ele- 
ments and grass seed in the season 
than ii the soil were heavy and moist, 
says the Kansas City Star. 


Perennial weeds, like the dandelion, 


speedwell, plantain, dock, monke\ plant, 
ere, can sometimes be got rid of by 
sowing an abundance of grass seed and 
nt-il-iMor ti>» «o" =O rir-Ji tlint t))p £TTC<J<»H 
\\ ill choke them out, but if they have 
obtained a strong foothold it will be 
cheaper in the end to pull them out 
and then put on the grass seed and 
fettilizers. 


The best lawn dressing is fine ma- 


nure. Fine ground bone, wood ashes 
or a little muriate of potash is also 
a good dressing. 
If the grass starts 


slowly and is of a poor color—light 
green—a littte nitrate of soda, 100 to 
300 pounds to an ac-ie, will give the 
plants a better color and a rapid start. 
Ihese inixtuies should be put on as 
parly as possible and be raked a little 
into the grass roots to prevent the loss 
of nitrogen from the decomposing 
bone. It is better to apply bone and 
ashes separately, and it the former is 
applied a v,-eek or two before the latter 
tiieie vi 11 be little loss of nitrogen. 


The l.vwn mower should not be used 


until the ground has become settled, 
that the grass may become well rooted. 
The lawn mower is generally much 
abused by those who use it. 
"When 


nicely adjusted and in good working 
order it may be kept so by a hair- 
breadth's turn of the adjusting screws 
and bolts, and ao one should be al- 
lowed to meddle with these parts un- 
less he fully understands them. 


Alwajs apply enough water to soak 


deeply into the soil, A light watering 
of the surface only bakes the soil so 
that the moisture escapes the more 
rapidly and in the end does more harm 
than good. Upon thin soil grass should 
be clipped irequently ai-d allowed to 
icniam upon the lawn to serve as a 
mulch. 


CLEANING THE TOWN. 


Citizens 
cf San Francisco Put the 


Streets lif Order. 


The good work recently done in San 


Francisco to clean the streets of that 
city might otfer a suggestion to other 
towns. 
About 2,000 men and 300 


teams turned out one day and made a 
big success of the nrst public street 
cleaning oil rec^-fl. Jtlore was done in 
ten hours by voluuteeis than had been 
done in ;1lie "tea?JHwJ^^s=siQee^-the^flre.- 
Busmess men shov«eH dirt side' by 
side with men in overaHs who work 
every day at cleaning brick. 


Buglers from the Presidio sounded 


the call to work. The city had been 
districted, and under good managers 
the work of sweeping the streets and 
carting away the dirt went along live 
ly. Before noon it Was clear that the 
wagons could not keep pace with the 
cleaners, and when work ended at night 
there wen: huudieds of loads of dirt 
which will ha\e to be removed. 


The street in tront of police head- 


quarters was cleaned expeditiously by 
prisoners who were arrested for drunk- 
enness. 
When they had swept the 


street clean they were allowed to go. 
Along Montgomery street, formerly one 
of the worst in the city for dirt, finan- 
ciers, brokers and real estate men 
turned out with their full force of 
clerks and soon had the thoroughfare 
well cleaned. 


Thirty eating stations were estab- 


lished in various parts of the burned 
district, and these were attended by 
prominent women who had volunteer 
ed to look after feeding the workers. 
E\en cigais were handed out to all 
who worked. Take'it all in all it was 
a unique espenence in town cleaning, 
and its democracy recalled the days of 
the great calamity. 


Parks as Money Makers. 


To the statistics showing the value of 


park lands to a city or town an inter- 
esting addition has been made, says 
the Architectural Record. It is a com- 
munication sent to each member of 
the general council of Louisville by 
General John B. Castleman, who- is 
president of tbe park board. He quotes 
a former city assessor as stating some 
years ago after careful investigation 
that park development had idded $20,- 
000,000 to the taxable values. Accept- 
ing the present rate of assessment 
($180), General Castleman finds that 
tbe income to the city from this in- 
crease is $372.000 a year. In ten years 
it comes to $.3.720,000, and in tbe same 
period the total outlay for parks was 
£2 070,625 S3. Thus the municipality 
realized m addition to the property it 
received and the pleasure given to cit- 
izens a net cash profit over all expendi- 
tures of 4-1,000,000, a big thing for a 
city the size of Louisville to get in ten 
years and a rrsult that may properly 
encourage park expenditures elsewhere. 


Women to Clean a Town. 


The women's clubs of Hamilton, O., 


will take chaigc of giving the town 
a thorough house cleaning. 
Mayor 


Thomas will appoint several general 
cleaning days, on which every proper- 
ty owner will be expected to clean up 
bis premises aud surrounding streets 
under the direction of the women's 
clubs. 
The town authorities will re- 


niove the debris without expense to 
citizens 
All of the women's clubs of 


Hamilton are forming a civic league.

the situation. Ofiicials of the railroads 
entering Lorain, as well as officials of 
the shipbuilding company, say they 
contemplate applying to the courts for 
an injunction restraining the strikers 
from Interfering with the strikebreak- 
ers or with the operation of the plant 
in any way. 


A clash occurred between strikers 


and sympathizers and the company 
detectives, in which a striking riv- 
eter named Conners was shot. The 
shooting occurred while a party of 
men in an open boat was crossing the 
river to deliver groceries to the men 
lnside_ the shipyards. The boat was 
assailed by a large party of men and 
boys on the river banks, who hurled 
stones and bricks at those in the boat 
In an attempt to turn them back. At 
this point a fusillade of shots was fired 
by the detectives, who were Inside the 
company fence. 
Conners, who was 


" with the party ,on the river bank, was 


shot in the shoulder, but no one else 
was hurt. The strike sympathizers 
who were parties to the trouble claim 
they were not armed and did not re- 
turn the fire. 


When a special train carrying 40 


strikebreakers from Lima, O., reached 
here, every window in the car was 
broken. Of the 40 men aboard when 
the special left Lima only 15 were 
left, nearly all of whom were bruised 
and bleeding. The car was stoned by 
a mob just as it was entering the com- 
pany's yards here. 


Rioting was renewed later, when an- 


other squad of strikebreakers was he- 
Ing escorted into the shipbuilding 
yards. The men' were set upon by 
crowds who Bad congregated about the 
place and several of them were hit 
•with missiles.. _„

ing Victory For the Prisoner—Latter" 
Expressed Satisfaction, but Not Sur* 
prise—Court Adjourns Until Mon» 
day Next. 


New York, April 5.—The latest !*• 


sue raised m connection with the trial 
of Har-y K. Thaw will be carried be- 
. 


fore the appellate division of the su- 
preme court. After an examination; 
of authorities and a study of the facts 
involved. District .Attorney Jerome de- 
termined to ask the higher court to 
review the action of Judge Fitzgerald,, 
who refused to give the prosecutor ac- 
cess to the minutes of the lunacy 
commission that had declared Thaw^ 
sane within the boundaries prescribed 
by the court for his examination. Ad- 
journment had been taken until Mon- 
day to allow Mr. Jerome to decide 
whether he would challenge the valid- 
ity of the proceedings. Mr. Jerome 
will, it is expected, make his formaL 
motion before a member of the appel- 
late bench today or Saturday. Should* 
he fail, the trial probably will be con- 
tinued Monday. If, on the other hand, 
the higher court entertains his appeal, 
a stay of the trial until the court 
reaches a decision will be secured, 
This will mean an indefinite deftly in. 
the trial of the original issue. Should 
the higher court find the trial judge in, 
error, the district attorney would re- 
quire considerable time to examine 
the minutes of the lunacy commission 
before he would- be prepared to re- 
sume the trial. 


Justice Fitzgerald reminded Mr. Je- 


rome that he had waived the statutory 
right of attending the last session of 
the commission by suggesting himself 
that all the attorneys be excluded 
from the sitting in question. He then" 
granted the district attorney an ad- 
journment until Monday morning next, 
in order that he might have time-to 
prepare his application to the appel- 
late division.- Mr. Jerome- protested— 
that the time was not sufficient, but 
Justice Fitzgerald cut him short with 
the announcement that the trial must 
be concluded forthwith. 


The commission's report was a 


sweeping victory for Thaw. It conx 
Srmed the reports of the excellent 
showing he had made before the com- 
mission in both his mental and phys- 
ical tests, and also indicated that the 
only expert testimony which the com- 
mission had taken into consideration. 
was that of the phjsicians who had 
had an opportunity to examine Thaw- 
and talk with him almost daily during 
the .trial. The most significant para- 
graph in the report says: "The direct 
oral and phjsical examination of the 
defendant 
by 
the 
commissioners' 


themselves disclosed no insanity in 
the defendant at the present time." 
With reference to the suggestions 
Thaw made to his counsel, Mr. Del- 
mas, 
for his summing up speech, 


which the district attorney declared 
\vere evidences of insanity and were 
so attested by the alienists he intro- 
duced, the commission says. "Many 
of these suggestions w ere deemed val- 
uable and were adopted by his coun- 
nel, and examination of the letters re- 
ferred to shows that generally the • 
suggestions contained in them were 
material, sensible, and apparently the 
product of a. sane mind."

ANNUAL ARBOR DAY 


TO BE CELEBRATED 


» 
Arbor day was instituted 
in Ne- 


braska in 1872 by Hon. tJ. Sterling 
Morton, afterwards Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, and has since made its way 
from state to state, until 
provision 


for its observance exists in almost ev- 
ery state and territory. 


The central idea of Arbor -day is 


the intelligent and appreciative plant- 
ing of trees by school children. 
The 


planting is usually accompanied by 
exercises, which are intended 'to im- 
press upon the children the beauty 
and usefulness of trees and thus to 
lend to the work the value of a bit of 
nature study. Arbor 
day has un- 


doubtedly done much to Inculcate a 
love of trees, and has given added im- 
petus to the general 
movement for 


the better knowledge and the wiiser 
use of forests. 


Yet there is no question that Arbor 


day can be more practical than it has 
been; that 
it can be brought 
into 


.closer touch with forestry by being 
made the opportunity for 
carrying 


out simple, steps in forest work. The 
permanent results of Arbor day from 
the standpoint of successful planting 
have been often disappointing. 
Too 


often species ' entirely 
unsuited for 


either economic or, ornamental plant- 
ing have been used. Still more com- 
mon causes of failure have been thf 
lac of sufficient care in 
doing the 


w,ork, and neglect of trees after the} 
are planted^ -In this way much of the 
educational value of the work is lost. 
By leaving ^he,trees'unprotected from 
animals, insects and other 
destruc- 


tive agencies, the intended good ex- 
ample is turned for want of a little 
care, into a negative one.v V 


But even when the planting 
has 


been.well conceived and wisely car- 
ried out, .there is often lacking, in a 
work of this nature, all reference to 
the larger aspect of forest planting. 
The ultimate aim of the day might 
well_be to encourage not so much a 
sentiment for trees as a sentiment for 
forests. Yet the practice has been to 
plaut individual trees rather than 
groves, and the relation of the single 
tree to the forest has not been point- 
ed out. Talks on Arbor day have not 
dwelt enough upon the economic side 
of forestry, or have tended to give a 
wrong impression of the whole sub- 
ject by lamenting all cutting of trees 
The' effect of this has been aetuallv 
opposed to the forester's teachings. 


Arbor day is the time for dissem- 


inating sound, practical kn6wledge 
regarding forestry in its broader' as- 
pect. 
The mere" act of setting a few- 


trees, without reference to the com- 
mercial utility and 
the 
protective 


value of forests is" but a small part 
of the work of the day. 


The proper season for planting 


not everywhere the same. 
South ot 


the 37th parallel, especially 
in the 


more humid regions, fall planting is 
perhaps preferable, but north of this, 
winter comes on so quickly that the 
trees have scarcely time 
to develop 


roots strong enough to support them 
till spring, and spring planting 
is 


therefore more advisable. The right 
time to^plant in spring is when tho 
ground has ceased to freeze and be-

most as important as the season. Sun- 
ny, windy 'weather is very unfavor- 
able, cool, damp days are the best. 
For this reason it is "well to leave the 
aate of Arbor day unfixed, so that the 
best opportunity may be chosen. Such 
exercises as are desired 
can follow 


•\\hen the planting is done,. 


The careful selection of trftes for a 


specific use and situation is essential 
to success, and 
proper 
planting is> 


equally important. Though less fas- 
tidious than agricultural 
crops 
in 


their demands upon the soil, trees 
cannot be set in a rough soil at ran 
dom and then expected 
to flourish. 


They "should be planted without al- 
lowing their roots time to 
dry out 


from exposure to the air. When de- 
lay between procuring trees and their 
planting cannot be avoided, the roots 
must be kept moist by standing them 
in a "puddle" made of 
eartX and 


water mixed to the consistency of 
cream, or "heeled-in" by nearly bury- 
ing them in fresh earth. In setting 
the trees it is 
important 
to place 


them about three inches deeper than 
they stood originally and to spread 
out the roots and pack the earth firm- 
ly about them. Two inches of soil at 
the top should be left very loose, to 
act as a mulch to retain the moisture. 


Large trees are by no means always 


the best to plant. 
Small seedlings 


may be secured easily and cheaply, 
and are much more likely to live. If 
these are set out in good numbers af- 
ter the pattern of a commercial plan- 
tation they will become in due time a 
true forest-oh a small scale. 


If only a few trees are planted, as 


is usually the case, it is still possible 
to make plain the true 
relation of 


such work to'forestry. No matter how 
few trees, they may be made to illus- 
Irate planting for commercial or pro- 
tective use. 


The scope of Arbor day 
planting 


may sometimes be broadened by. se- 
curing permission from some public- 
Spirited citizen or nearby farmer to 
plant a small block of trees on 
his 


land. 
"This could be made a practi- 


cal demonstration of how such work 
could be done on a large scale. 


Outside the 
scope of 
the actual 


planting, it is well to bear in mind 
that Arbor daj is not the onlj day on 
which trees deserve 
the intelligent 


thought of the children. They need 
care turoughout the season. 
Watch- 


ing the plantation thrive under right 
treatment greatly adds to the educa- 
tional value of the work, which other- 
wise leaves but a sligat impression. 


It is all-important that the planta- 


tion snould become a model of what 
can be done along these fines. In af- 
ter years the children should be able 
to point with satisfaction to the work 
of their school days.

were costly affairs. In one case half 
a million pounds was spent on one 
election alone.
